The campaign, preparations for 
which proceeded quietly, now can 
‘be seen by all. A big barrage came 
in an article in The New York 
Times Sunday June 18. Written by 
Cabeli Phillips, who has been trav- 
eling around the country attacking 
conservative organizations, the ar- 
ticle was captioned “Right-Wing 
Officers Worrying Pentagon”, 

“A number of officers of high 
and middle rank,” said Mr. Phil- 
lips, “are indoctrinating their com- 
mands and the civilian population 
near their bases with political the- 
ories resembling those of the John 
Birch Society. They also are hold- 
ing up to criticism and ridicule 
some official policies of the Unit- 
ed States government. 

“As part of such indoctrination, 
citizens often are urged to form 
their own groups to ‘educate’ oth- 
ers abdut the communist menace 
‘and to be alert to discerning com- 
munist influences in thejr 
borhoods, schools, newspapers 
local government bodies.” 

Mr. Phillips reports that certain 
unnamed civilians in the Pentagon 
hierarchy “find themselves in a 
delicate position with respect to 
this sort of activity in the higher 
uniformed echelons. They are dis- 
turbhed by the right-wing views dis- 
played by many of these officers.” 


Pinks In Power 


You can be sure the New Fron- 
tlersmen are disturbed. That's why 
orders went out months ago to mili- 
tary bases suggesting that the New 
Frontier didn’t want any more 
cold war seminars held on govern- 
ment property. 

As Mr. Phillips admits, the mili- 
tary interest in alerting the coun- 
try to the dangers of communism 
had official sanction in a “cold war 
policy” document issued by the 
National Security Council at the di- 
rection of President Eisenhower. 

The Kennedy administration 
wants to back away from that 
document. Like The New York 
“Times, the Kennedy administration 
holds there isn’t any serious inter- 
nal communist menace. Pressure 
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struggle tc return our government 
to.a 100 per cent pro-American 
position. 

By rebuking Gen. Walker, the 
administration may have unwit- 
tingly helped to give the country 
needed leadership. If Gen. Walker 
should elect to retire from the 
Army, he will not vanish into ob- 
scurity. A man with his vision and 
leadership is needed to rally the 
pro-Americans. 

In other words, .Gen. Walker out

SCIENTIFIC KNOW-HOW 
GIVEN SOVIET REDS

WASHINGTON, June 21 -- The White House announces that 
President Kennedy has ‘‘enthusiastically’* endorsed the exchange 
of scientific information by East and West, ’ 

The Chief Executive might be interested to know, however, tha 
some of his advisers appear to be going overboard in their zeal 
t© implement his programs. Witness the recent grant by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation of $4,350 to top-ranking Soviet scientists 
for a tour of U.S, research centers, 

Indiana*s Rep, Richard Roudebush, who uncovered the situation, 
has asked the House Space Committee to investigate, Also in- 
terested is the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 

The NSF, a government agency created to promote science in 
the interests of national defense, announced in a routine press 
release on June 12 that the grant had been awarded to a team of 
Red scientists led by A, P. Topchiev, vice president of the Aca- 
demic of Sciences for the USSR. 

The angry Roudebush asked NSF*s associate director Harry Keely 
when the tour was scheduled to begin, He was told matter-of- 
factly that the Reds already had been to the U.S, installations and 
were back in the Soviet Union, 

Roudebush learned that the Red group consisted of Topchiev and 
his wife; N, N. Bogolyuvov, a mathematician and theoretical 
physicist; V, A, Kargin, a chemist; V, P, Paplichenko and Miss 
Ye F, Dmitriyeva, both interpreters. 

Invited by the U.S, to visit the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology for a centennial celebration, the Russians missed the en- 


gagement, 

Instead, they spent 19 days, beginning on April 10, visiting the 
Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn, University of Illinois, University 
of Chicago, American Oil Research Center, Whiting, Ind., Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology at Pasadena, and the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

Topchiev is regarded by U.S, scientists as more a politician 
than an academician, He is utilized by the Kremlin for propaganda 
purposes, having headed the Red delegations to the Pugwash con- 
ferences on nuclear testing. 

According to the Biographical Directory of the USSR, Topchiev 
has been a Communist Party member since 1932, In 1949 he was 
elected a full member, and chief scientific secretary, of the ruling 
presidium of the USSR Academy of Sciences, Since he was eleva- 
ted to vice chairman, Topchiev has, according to the Senate In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee, been ‘‘officially involved and deeply 
responsible for the harassment and the purges of Soviet scientists 
who fell afoul of the Communist Party line.”* 

He has made crystal clear his hatred for the United States and 
its scientific outlook, In a Moscow speech upon his appointment as 
First Secretary of the Soviet Academy, Topchiev declared: 

“Under the sun of Stalin*s constitution science has developed 
as never before in all our Soviet Republics, and it is playing a 
mighty role in the progress of the Soviet people toward Com- 
munism,.. 

**The motive force of our scientific progress is Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, The party teaches our scientists to struggle against any mani- 
festation of alien bourgeois nationalism, which represents poisoned 
weapons in the hands of the imperialists. Our philosophers, eco- 
nomists, historians and jurists are mercilessly unmasking the 
imperialist reactionary essence of the policy in the United States 
and other capitalistic countries, the modern idealistic and meta- 

physical inventions of the bourgeois thinkers, and the process of 
decomposition of bourgeois culture..." 

Two years ago Topchiev was elected a member of the board 
of the Soviet Society for the Dissemination of Political and Scien- 
tific Knowledge, He urged the Kremlin to ‘twin support for our- 
selves from the*ranks of the progressive scientists of the capital- 
ist countries,”

They wondéred about his association with 
Margaret Ellis, an identified Red sympathizer who 
tried as recently as 1952 to enlist Oppenheimer’s 
support of the convicted atomic ‘spies; Ethel and 
Julius Rosenberg. They wondered about his spon- 
sorship of several Communist front organizations. 
And, perhaps most of all, they wondered about the 
visits ef Steve Nelson; Communist organizer, to the 
Oppenheimer home for “social” reasons, some of 
them AFTER Dr. Oppenheimer became connected 
with the A-bomb project. 

This newspaper never has been satisfied ‘with 
the answers supplied by Dr. Oppenheimer, partic- 
ularly his response to the question of why he told 
several lies to Colonel Boris T. Pash, who in the 
summer of 1943 had began a full-dress probe of 
the Communist connections of Dr. Oppenheimer.

Texas, 
which apparently is not as conservative in Congress as 
the election of Republican John Tower to the Senate 
indicated, cast 12 votes for the Kennedy housing bill 
and nine against it. . 

Virginia, which many consider to be a border state 
did far better. Seven of its congressmen voted “no” and 
only three voted “yes.”

The city has even put a ban on care- 
free motherhood. One more out-of- 
wedlock baby and they're off relief roles. 

The State Welfare Department says 
Newburgh can't get away with it. A

Mitchell, backed by the city council, 
says he'll go to court and fight for the 
right to enforce the new rules. He says 
the city is going broke paying out a third 
of its budget for relief. He says relief is 
costing more than the fire, police, or 
public works departments. He suggests 
the city will be money ahead even if it 
has to sacrifice state and federal welfare 
aid.

The New York City Housing 
Authority came up with an an- 
nouncement last week calculat- 
ed to set jaws dropping and tem- 
pers rising, Henceforth, said 
the Authority, families living 
in subsidized public housing 
may have annual incomes as 
high as $8,112, ‘The maximum 
formerly was $5,712, The Au- 
thority’s decision to raise the 
income levels, reported the 
Times, ‘*followed persistent 
urging by civic groups in East 
Harlem,"* 

It is useless to invoke the 
name of common sense in ask- 
ing what on earth goes on in 
Manhattan, When a family in 
a public housing project is per- 
mitted to earn more than $155 
a week, common sense has fled 
the policy-making process, If 
there is any justification at all 
for Federally subsidized *“‘low 
income” housing, it is to assist 
genuinely low income families 
who otherwise would be living 
in slums, But as recently as 
1958, the average family income 
in the United States was $6,220. 
New York's new regulation ex- 
tends Federal subsidies to fam- 





ilies whose incomes not only 
are not low, but plainly are 
above average. 

As we understand the national 
housing law, it is up to each 
local housing authority to fix 
its own limits on permissible 
income, The family of five 
that could earn up to $8,112 in 
New York would be limited in 
Richmond w $4,175. Even that 
figure prompts one to ask if it 
truly is necessary to subsidize 
such a family to the tune of 
$468 a year, Is this what our 


Federal taxes are paid for? 


What is the end of the fan- 
tastic course just fixed in New 
York? Why should the family 
with $8,112 be entitled to a rent 
subsidy, and the family earn- 
ing $8,013 be charged merely 
with paying taxes? Why not 
subsidize everybody's housing?

Display of a wide range of new Russian aircraft at the Moscow 
air show has led Secretary of Defense McNamara to order a fresh 
look at U.S, war capabilities, 

Another look has been necessary for some time. Because this 
country has been spending more than $40 billion a year on de- 
fense, Americans have assumed that they have the protection 
they need, 

Are dollar expenditures matched in terms of weapons that can 
be used if war breaks out this afternoon? That is the important 


question, 

Rep. Daniel J, Flood (D-Pa,), in an analysis of U,S, defense de- 
ficiencies, pointed out that **50 per cent of the Army‘s hardware 
is World War II junk and Korean hardware."" 

To counter Soviet action overseas, the Army has available for 

three divisions of the Strategic Army Corps. 
Special Forces, the counter- 
guerrillas, amount to only a few thousand men, The Marine Corps 
is scheduled to gain not more than 10,000 men, Army requests 
for a hike in manpower have been denied by Secretary of Defense 
Robert McNamara.

We have been late in becoming aware ofa campaign being carried 
on by anorganization known as the National Committee for Economic 
Freedom, Los Angeles, for repeal of the Sixteenth Amendment, 
That is the amendment that authorizes the federal government to 
“lay and collect taxes on incomes, from whatever source derived, 
without apportionment among the several States, and without regard 
to any census or enumeration,’’ 

A proposal dubbed the Liberty Amendment, which would repeal 
the Sixteenth, has been approved, to our surprise by the states of 
Wyoming, Nevada, Texas and Louisiana, 

Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, World War I air ace and now chair- 
man of the board of Eastern Air Lines, has been quoted as predic- 
ting, in this connection: 

**The income tax law will go. Everybody hates it, Nobody under- 
stands it, It cannot be enforced, The Communists want it, Our 
political liberty is endangered by it...** 


Captain Rickenbacker certainly makes some good points, even if: 


we cannot go along with all of them, Certainly he is on solid 
ground saying everyone hates the income tax, And income tax law 
is by common consent so complex as to be incomprehensible, be- 
sides being inequitable and inconsistent, 

The idea that the Communists want it was news to us, but if 
true, is just another strike against Communism, If the Commun- 
ists want the income tax, we say, let them have it, It would serve 
them right, 

Furthermore, disregarding other reasons, the fact that the Com-

He also pays no atten- 
tion to the substance of conserva- 
tive charges of leftism in the Na- 
tional Council of Churches and oth- 
dismisses the 
charges as absurd on their face. 
But the FACTS are that thousands 
of Americans are fellow travelers 
and dupes. Mountains of evidence, 
collected by Congress and the ex- 
ecutive branch, show the extent of 
communist infiltration. Only last 
week, Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy 
ordered arrest of a U.S. citizen on 
charges of giving information to 
the Polish government.
